On 12th Decemter, 1932, a serious riot occurred in 
Kulai, a small village in Jonhore. Some tnree aundred 
Chinese a:semoied erbeiate a@ coffee shop; & vbannerman then 
appeared; pamphiets were Gistributed; crackers were fired 
as a signal; and the whole assemv.y then attacked twy 
Police Constables who were on duty in tne village, and 
severely assaulted them. One managed tu reach the Police 
Station una tne other the house of the Inspector in chiurge 
of the district. The mob advanced to tos Inspector's 
house ana ne was forced tu firewis wevolver, kisling two v 
of the .eaders. fhe demonstrators then dispersed and a 
number vf arrests wera mide, Tne cause ot the riot was 
identical with that in Singapors, tho Anniversary cf the 
Canton Uprising and the Opposition to the Aiiens Bill, 
Some of the mab were armed with cudgels and iron bars.
